Thursday's fly from Charlotte. N. C.. by 
birds of the Germ antown and Star H om ­ 
ing Clubs, of this city, was one of the best 
on record. The Germantown birds were 
released at 5 a. m., and the bird Ariel, 
owned by T. Brooks, was at hom e before 3 
o'clock, having flown 451 5 16 miles, air 
line, in ten hours. A nother, owned by J. 
Bockius, arrived at 5:41. Tbe Star Club 
birds were liberated as soon as tiie G erm an­ 
town birds were out of sight, and oue of 
them , a 9-m onths old bird, owned by J. 
Shepherd, was in his ¡oft before 5 o'clock. 
A nother of Slreplrerd'3 young birds arrived 
at 7 o’clock, a third at 7:10. and a fourth at 
6 a. m. on Friday, by which tim e nearly all 
the birds liberated had returned to their 
respective lofts. 
F ully 40 per cent, ot the 
lot m ade the journey w ithout resting, ar­ 
riving the sam e day they were let loose. 
T he day was very unfavorable for a long 
fligbt. the birds encountering rain during a 
good share of their journey. 
The distance 
was the greatest ever flown by Philadel­ 
phia birds in one day. and is said to be tbe 
best on record. The best jircvious 400-mile 
was in 1883, when the birds of Francis 
W bifely, of Newark, started from Colum ­ 
bus, 0.. 461 5-17 miles, at sunrise and ar­ 
rived home at 6:49. 
The distance was 
thirteen miles greater than that flown by 
the Germantown birel. but the tim e was 
m uch longer.—Philadelphia Rccrtl.

And the snow was falling! T his wus one 
of the privates. 
The officers were scarcely 
better off. One was wrapped “ m a sort 
of dressing-gown made ot an old blanket 
or woolen bed-cover.” The uniform s were 
torn and ragged ; the guns were rnstv ; a 
few only bad bayonets; the soldiers ear- ■ 
ried their jiowder in tin boxes and cow- 
horns. The horses died of starvation, and 
the men harnessed them selves to trucks 
ami sleds, hauling wood and provisions 
from storehouse to hut. 
A t one tim e there 
was not a ration in camp.

seized the peril w ith a strong hand and 
compelled the people in the country about, 
who had been selling to tlie B ritish arm y 
at Philadelphia, to give up their stores to 
the patriots of Valley Forge.—Horace E.

HOURS OF LABOR. 


T here are employers who are impressed 
w ith the undeniable truth that the way to 
get the best work out of an employe is to 
give him ample tim e for rest and recre­ 
ation. 
Somehow the custom has grown of 
working car driyers and conductors longer 
hours than most other laborers in outdoor 
vocations. 
In San Francisco a corporation 
known as the Omnibus .Street Railway 
Company— the first to lay a line of street 
railw ay in California, by the way—has 
twice w ithin a year, of its own motion, re­ 
duced the hours of labor exacted of its 
employes. 
It appears that the company 
lias found its business steadily increasing, 
and the demands upon its force therefore 
more exacting. 
Instead of m aking the 
old force do the extra duty, it voluntarily 
puts on more men, and reduces the hours 
of labor for all, th at they may more 
efficiently discharge their duties and draw 
more custom to the line. 
This is a wise 
policy. 
"With some employers the rule 
seems to be to work men to the utmost 
lim it of physical endurance; to demand 
all th eir tim e as th eir absolute property, 
to l>e disposed of as they please, and over 
which the employe has him self no sort of 
right of control. 
.Such employers imagine 
th at they get larger profit out of such 
labor. 
On the contrary, all wise business 
men know th at the most liberty they can 
give their employes, consistent w ith rea­ 
sonable business demands, the better serv­ 
ice, closer attachm ent to and deeper inter­ 
est in the business they receive from their 
wage-winners. 
Títere 
are 
houses in 
San 
Francisco 
and 
elsewhere 
which 
work th eir employes from the earliest 
possible hour of m orning to the latest pos­ 
sible hour at night th a t can be wrung from 
rest, giving th e workers ju st about tim e 
enough to get front their places of labor to 
th eir beds for requisite sleep. 
And these 
shops and business places wonder how it is 
th a t competitors who give employes many 
hours more of rest can afiord it. 
Rut the 
reason is not difficult to find. 
Freeman 
H unt, in the .Merchant* Magazine, demon­ 
strated the true policy in those m atters 
twenty-five years ago and more, and the 
rule of that day is jtist as applicable now. 
T he Omnibus Railway Company evidently 
understands it thoroughly. 
It has cut the 
hours of labor now to twelve, w ithout de­ 
crease of wages,and that the companv will 
m ake money by this policy goes without 
saying. 
If it would make still 


toward carrying out the inmost and the 
highest aspirations. 
W e cannot refrain from producing in 
this place, some of the more incisive sen­ 
tences of his address, which indicate what 
his polity and purpose are in adm inister­ 
ing the affairs of the institution, and what 
he expects of students, teachers and the 
citizens whose U niversity this is. H e sa id : 
No friend of the University has any canse to 
fear, so long as all of us, Regents, professors and 
students alike, remain united fu the future as 
wc are at this present moment, in a single effort 
toward the same high ends. * * * Let us 
consider the demands which the community 
m akesof the University, and, again, the f-tand- 
urds which the University should set for its in­ 
dividual members.

If we find that we disa­ 
gree with » hat seems to its to be the ixisitiou of 
the University, ought we not, in fairness, to 
ralm ly inquire which of the two is right .’ Is 
there not at least a certain presumption that 
the efforts of a body of intelligent scholars can­ 
not be ail misdirected '.’ * • * We claim that 
the University is one of the most useful, and, in 
a high sense, practical parts of the machinery of 
the State, it has a function as important", or 
more important, titan any other, it shares this 
function with the Church, and the vpiees of 
both arc to be your guide. The chief atul high 
est function ot the University is to assert and 
perpetually prove to you that general prin­ 
ciples—laws—govern man. society, nature, life, 
and to make unending war on the reign oftem - 
l*orary expedients. * ' * You must not for 
one moment forget that the power of a Uni­ 
versity lies in its men—in its governors, pro­ 
fessors and ill its students. If you come here to 
our beautiinl grounds and seo them fair as they 
are to-day and always: if you see tine buildings, 
and many of Litem; if you find our laboratories 
stocked with costly apparatus, and our libraries 
with splendid books, you must not for that rea­ 
son suppose you have a University fitted to the 
needs of the State. You are to inquire about 
forother things. And it isof prime importance 
that every citizen should know exactly v.hat 
question to ask. * * « How, then, are we, 
ttie Faculties of this University, to send forth 
from our midst men aud women who are gen­ 
uine, true, high, noble, sincere, simple? Men 
and women whose natures are snrh, and whose 
training 
has 
developed, 
harmonized 
and 
rounded out their natures? Wc must be con­ 
stantly on the wutch to put the genuine issues 
of life before ourselves and before oar pupils. 
We are constantly tempted to pot the name for 
the thing, llow hard it is to avoid this, even in 
our personal conduct, and how doubly hard it is 
in our public acts to pointalways to the essence, 
mid not to indicate the accidents. 


MOUNTAIN POSSIBILITIES. 


T he Oroville .Mercury savs : 11 W e have 
an abundance of water in B utte county, 
and yet wc have thousands of acres of1 
splendid foothill country th at is positively 
valueless except for w inter grazing, be­ 
cause there are no irrigating ditches run 
over them. 
Som ething m ust be done to 
interest capital in carrying water over 
these lands, and at the same tim e prevent, 
a monopoly of this water which would en­ 
able corporations or individual capitalists 
to exact exorbitant prices for the same.” 
This is a right view. 
T heaw aking of cap­ 
ital to the importance of water distribu­ 
tion from the m ining ditches to the tillable 
lands below will be best accomplished l»y 
organization of the people in the several 
m ountain sections for the purpose of dis­ 
cussing the possibilities of the proper use 
j of their present w ater properties in the 
interests of agriculture. 


T h e question of diversifying the cro;is of 
agricultural sections of the State is engaging 
more and more of intelligent debate in the 
interior press, and very much light is 
being thrown upon the subject by the re­ 
cital of experiences in several sections un­ 
der careful experim ents made. 
Thus the 
Modesto Keening S ees relates th at in its 
vicinity a grain farmer who had devoted 
200 acres exclusively to cereal products for 
many years, planted one year 25 acres to 
vines and fruits, and the rem ainder was 
sown to grain. 
Four seasons of devotion 
to the sm aller tract resulted in his receiving 
a greater net profit from the 25 acres than 
from the 175. 
Of course this involved 
peisistent and assiduous cultivation, but 
irrigation was not resorted to. 
W e are 
assured th at in the Stanislaus region no 
total failure is known where experim ents 
of tiiis character have been made. 
It is 
probable th at the days of large farm ing in 
this State are numbered. 
The disposition 
is manifest to divide most large tracts, and 
to encourage small holdings. T his in itself 
will greatly diversify the crops of the 
State. 
It will inaugurate a new policy in 
the agriculture of the country, and not 
make us dependent, as in the past, upon 
the more uncertain and less profitable in­ 
dustry of wholesale grain growing. 


W e note with pleasure that the R e c o rd -

As Nicolaus 
was a field for active operations, an j as a 
prelim inary to the work on hand, some 
half a dozen parties received very threaten­ 
ing letters, warning them not to employ 
any Chinamen in any shape or m an n er; 
for so doing the penalty was death. 
A 
ven’ law-abiding way, indeed. These letters 
were post-marked and dated Sacramento. 
I received one of those letters myself. 
This mode of procedure certainly meant 
busiuess, and produced for a tim e almost a 
panic, for it is no nice thing to think that 
the assassin is lying in wait for you. But 
we doubted the Sacramento part of it, and 
thought that we identified tiie handwriting, 
and concluded they were written at Nico­ 
laus and sent to Sacramento to be mailed, 
so that Sacramento was to ‘‘ father” these 
assassinations, if made. 
The writing was 
compared with some writing I had in the 
house, and proved it to compare very well. 
Getting some information from one of the 
League on the m atter, no doubts were left 
in m y m ind that the letters were written at 
Nicolaus. 
In due tim e the bulletin board 
announced a call for a meeting for the pur­ 
pose of organizing an Anti-Chinese League. 
Such m eeting was held and an organiz­ 
ation perfected, and the motto adopted 
“ The Chinese m ust go.” 
As it was a very dull time, and nothing 
was going on outside of the bar-rooms, the 
folks could devote a good deal of their time 
to the discussion of the param ount ques­ 
tion. 
Pretty soon the radicals were in the 
ascendency. Moral and half-way measures 
were out of the question, and this being 
election year*gmd the Chinese being a pow­ 
erful lever to lift men into otlice, a man 
could scarcely be too radical. So m eeting 
after m eeting was held, the law-abiding 
portion retiring in disgust, suspecting that 
there was something very bad contem ­ 
plated, and, not caring to be a tuiftto that 
kite, severed their connection and escaped 
the disgrace. 
In the m eantim e w hat re­ 
m ained of the League was m aking very 
fcood headway. I, having a hopyard, was 
invited into the League rooms, and, being 
called to the floor, I stated m y views to be 
that any movement should be orderly in 
order to’be successful, and promised to as­ 
sist in that way to the best of m y ability, 
consistent w ith the working of m y hop- 
yard. So I offered them to work the yard 
on the co-operative principle—they fur­ 
nishing the labor and I ail of thq rest— 
and in that way there would be no Use for 
Chinamen here, and they could depart in 
peace. 
That proposition luet with no response, 
so I was left to conclude that there were no 
hop-raisers among them . Just then the 
League formed itself in solemn procession 
and waited on the Chinese and ordered that 
all Chinamen not having houses depart 
from Nicolaus within ten days, and house­ 
holders in thirty days.

Dr. J. G. Jewell, Superintendent of tbe 
Hom e for Inebriates, recently gave a lecture^ 
on the elleets of alcohol on the hum an 
body, in the course of which he first m en­ 
tioned some of tbe adulterations which 
are found in liquors, and which have' 
serious intoxical effects. 
Alcohol is the 
intoxicating ingredient in all spirituous 
liquors. 
It is a deadly poison to all plants 
, and anim als. The part of a leech dipped 
in alcohol becomes paralyzed iorever. Al­ 
cohol injected into a frog w ith a sm all 
hypodermic needle will kill it in a m inute. 
If half an ounce of it be injected into a 
dog, lie will be dead before the needle is 
drawn out. Any man not accustomed to 
the use of liquor, who drinks six ounces of 
alcohol, will 
almost im m ediately 
die. 
W hy, then, do hard drinkers live? asked 
the lecturer. 
The poison works slowly in 
tfcem, he said. 
They die before their 
time. 
The liquors at bars is usually 
diluted with water. The drinker gets only 
about 25 per cent, of the alcohol. 
Ex­ 
perim ents have shown that there is an 
imm ediate congestion of the walls of the 
stomach when alcohol enters. 
Alcohol, 
being an antiseptic, prevents digestion. 
Hence every drunkard m ust become dys­ 
peptic. Chronical alcoholism produces in­ 
flammation of the stomach. Theaetio.t of 
the stomach being suspended, the drunk­ 
ard will not partake of food. 
A t the 
Home of the Inebriates the lecturer said 
lie had seen drunkards vomit half of an 
ordinary bottlefull of blood a day. 
Alco­ 
hol is a disiocator. 
It produces great dry­ 
ness and thirst. 
Hence those who have, 
imbibed it cool their thirst w ith beer, 
which intiuences the full flo’w of blood. 
Hence it is dangerous for drunkards to be 
wounded .y cut. Tbe drunkard, be said, 
is a hundred per cent, more liable to acci­ 
dent, disease and death than the tem perate 
person. Alcohol also hardens tbe brain, 
enlarges and changes the liver, and inter­ 
feres witli the proper action of the lungs.

They went into 
Dr. Kier's office la back room in my store). 
I saw him again Wednesday evening about 
6 o’clock, lie came into the hack room of 
my store. He took me by the overcoat, 
suying he wanted to tqjk to me. We went 
out of the back door of the store. I had 
just put 011 my coat to go to supper. Our 
conversation was short. 
lie began the 
conversation by saying : “ Do you know 
that I would be justified in going out 011 
the street and shooting Steve Sill down 
like a dog ? My friends advise me to do 
it, and are surprised that I don’t do 
it. I have money and friends to back me, 
and no harm can come to me if I do do it. 
1 haven't done it, hut if th a t-----------(rc-fer- 
ring to Miss Harlan) don’t exonerate me 
soon I w ill”—and he placed his hand in 
his hip pocket menacingly. Witness said, 
“ That sounds like lives would be sacri­ 
ficed ; I hope nothing of this kind will 
corns of this little matter between you and 
Vic (Miss Harlan).” To which Craft re­ 
plied. “ That’s about what it has come to. 
I am heeled and don’t intend to be killed.” 
Witness was subjected to a long cross­ 
examination, but his testimony was un­ 
changed. 
T. S. Spaulding testified: Am a grocer; 
am a br.ther of It. S. Spaulding, a son-in- 
law of defendant. Saw Craft in Sacramento 
on the Tuesday befi 
the homicide. Craft 
said, “ So Steve and Vic are married?” I 
said, “ Yes.” Craft said, “ I go to Wood­ 
land by the 11:15 train. Somebody is going 
to die when I get there, but I don’t know 
who it will be. Revenge is sweet, and I 
am going to have it. I am going to carry 
my point if 1 have to sacrifice life and 
honor, and if th a t 
(Miss H arlan) don’t 
exonerate me, 1 will ”—making a threaten­ 
ing gesture to his hip pocket, i saw him 
afterward 011 that day, 011 the 11:15 train to 
Woodland, and conversed with him most 
of the way. At Davisville I saw that lie 
had a pistol in his pocket. 
In the afternoon the cross-examination 
was concluded, but nothing had been de­ 
veloped beyond what was brought out in 
the forenoon. 
S. J. Sill was then sworn, and testified 
that he was bom in Sacramento in 1856; 
had lived in Yolo county since lie was two 
months old; was married to Miss Harlan 
011 February 1st; saw deceased in October, 
1885, in Woodland, and drove in a buggy 
with him ; Craft spoke to him about Miss 
Harland, and appeared to be rather nerv­ 
ous ; deceased called 011 witness in the lat- 
ter’s store about the middle of December, 
and said that Marian had circulated reports 
about him, and had told around that he 
was living with n woman in Sacramento, 
and he would be even with him for that 
yet; his manner was very violent and 
threatening; lie said he would see Miss 
Harlan dead in her coffin before he would 
see her another man’s w ife; that he had a 
bombshell fixed, which he would throw 
into her camp before long, which would 
make her wish she had never been born ; 
said he was too smart for her, and that she 
had scared up the wrong man when she 
tackled him ; he also said: “You may ask 
her to marry you, you may get all ready, 
she may accept, but the wedding will never 
come off; 1 will prevent it.” About two 
weeks before that I walked with Craft, 
and 
he 
talked 
about 
Miss Harlan, 
ar.d said he would talk with me later

very 
unpleasant subject. 
At 
one of these times he said Miss H ar­ 
lan was a ------- 
liar, and that she 
liad lied to him about everything, and that 
he would give her a taste of hell before he 
got through with her. He said that lie 
wanted witness to tell Miss Harlan what 
he had said, and witness afterwards told a 
portion of it. At that particular time she 
was in Butte county. lie next saw Craft 
011 the day after his marriage, in the parlor 
of Byrns Hotel. 
Deceased invited him 
up there, and closed the doors and win­ 
dows. During the interview deceased put 
his hand behind him. and at one time par-' 
tial'y drew his pistol frum his pocket. His 
manner was then threatening, and he had 
his hand on his pistol during the greater

ant. Deceased said: 
" I f you do not 
furnish me that paper,

Mrs. Sill to sign. He demanded that she 
Sign the paper before the following Sunday. 
He said if he did not get a definite answer 
that night he would take proofs and papers 
which he then held in his hand and go to 
old Harlan and force him to make his 
daughter sign it. At that time he had his 
hand on his pistol. Witness said, “ Very 
well, you go to Harlan, and see wlia( kind 
of a reception he will give you. ” He said, 
“ I will force him to do i t : and I have got 
an instrument litre to do it with,” and he 
partially pulled his pistol out. He said

would blacken the characters of witness 
and wife until they could not walk upon 
the streets and hold up their heads, ami he 
would make them so afraid of him that 
they would not dare appear on the streets. 
Witness was then unarmed. Witness then 
got Sheriff Beamer to go witli him to see 
Craft, and they went in the back room of 
Bond’s drug store. Witness said to Craft, 
" I have come to give you your answer. ” 
Craft said, " Now I have your answer, I 
shall proceed to act. If the paper had 
been furnished me which I desired no 
trouble would have come from me, but, as 
it is not, I intend to 
see the thing 
through to the 
end.'

was armed, and there was a collision be­ 
tween him and Cralt.

In fla m m a tio n in E ggs.—There is a con­ 
dition of the egg, little known, which con­ 
siderably impairs its sanitary value as an 
article of food. Soon after it became the 
practice to transport eggs in large quanti­ 
ties and to long distances by railway trains, 
it was found on their arrival that adhesion 
bad taken place between the membranes 
of the yelk and those of the shell, so that 
the yeik could not be turned out of the 
shell unbroken. On examination by ex­ 
perienced pathologists this was found to be 
the result of true inflammation; the ma­ 
terial of the adhesion was found to be pre­ 
cisely the same as that of the plastic exu­ 
dation in inflammation of the lungs or 
bowels. It will at lirst scent absurd to 
speak of inflammation in such an unformed 
mass as an egg, hut this arises from our for­ 
getting that, structureless and unorganized 
as it seems, the egg, even when fresh laid, 
is a living being, and capable of disease 
from external causes. The cause of this 
inflammation is undoubtedly tiie shaking 
and friction from the motion of the cars, 
and it cannot but render the egg more or 
less unhealthy, as the products of inflam­ 
mation can never be as salutary in food a’s 
those of healthy growth.—Bulletin of the 
Tennessee Board of Health.

of being too read ily w orn off.

before the first is fully dry. 
II it is desired 
th at the floor should present a v arn ish -lik e 
luster, th e follow ing m ay be em ployed, 
w hereby the paint becom es even m ore d u r­ 
able : Dissolve tw o parts of shellac in eight 
p arts o f alcohol of about 80 per cent., am i 
add to it one-quarter o f a part o f cam phor. 
W hen th e w hole has been com pletely dis­ 
solved it can bo tillered or strain ed through 
a cloth, in order to separate th e suspended 
im purities. 
W ith this lac th e floor

painted over once or twice, us m ay be re­ 
quired. 
B y th e application of th e lac th e 
p ain t adheres m uch better, and is not so 
easily worn as though it w ere directly ex­ 
posed ; and w hen the lac has been partially 
rem oved ail th a t is necessary is to renew 
th e sim ple application o f th e varnish.
